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DETAILED ACTION 
Preliminary Amendment 

1 . The preliminary amendment filed on 9/1 7/2004 has been entered. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The listing of references in the specification is not a proper information disclosure 
statement. 37 CFR 1 .98(b) requires a list of ail patents, publications, or other 
information submitted for consideration by the Office, and MPEP § 609.04(a) states, 
"the list may not be incorporated into the specification but must be submitted in a 
separate paper." Therefore, unless the references have been cited by the examiner on 
form PTO-892, they have not been considered. 

Drawings 

3. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a) because they fail to show 
the following elements (P1 ;P2;P3;P4;P5; etc.) as described in the specification. Any 
structural detail that is essential for a proper understanding of the disclosed invention 
should be shown in the drawing. MPEP § 608.02(d). Corrected drawing sheets in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121 (d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the 
appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, 
the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief 
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description. of the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement 
sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. Each 
drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top 
margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121(d). If 
the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and 
informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 1 12 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 1 -1 0 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required 
by 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim (s) must be in one 
sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

The claimed invention contains long recitations or unimportant details that the 
scope of the claimed inventions is rendered indefinite. See MPEP 2173.05(m) 

The claims should be revised to conform to U. S. Patent Office practice. 
Applicant is advised to completely review the claims for errors as the following is not 
intended to cover all errors. 
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I- In claim 1 , the phrases "same end" line 3, "actuator rod" line 5, "knob sleeve" 
line 5, and "ram" line 9 appear to be double inclusions of the previously recited "one 
end" line 2, "actuator rod" line 4, "knob sleeve" line 4, and "ram" line 6. 

II- Claim 1 includes multiple reference characters which are not enclosed within 
parentheses, such as "P1" line 2, "P2" line 4. 

Reference characters corresponding to elements recited in the detailed 
description of the drawings and used in conjunction with the recitation of the same 
element or group of elements in the claims should be enclosed within parentheses so 
as to avoid confusion with other numbers or characters which may appear in the claims. 
See MPEP§ 608.01 (m). 

III- Claim 1 includes multiple period, as recited in lines 3,5,7 and so on. Please 
note that each claim shall begin with a capital letter and end with a period . Periods 
may not be used elsewhere in the claims except for abbreviations . See Fressola v. 
Manbeck, 36 USPQ2d 121 1 (D.D.C. 1995). Where a claim sets forth a plurality of 
elements or steps, each element or step of the claim should be separated by a line 
indentation, 37 CFR 1.75(i). 

The claims have not been checked to the extent necessary to determine the 
presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is requested in correcting 
any errors of which applicant may become aware in the claims. 

Specification 

6. The following guidelines illustrate the preferred layout for the specification of a 
utility application. These guidelines are suggested for the applicant's use.

COMPACT DISC. 

(f) BACKGROUND OF THE INVENTION. 

(1) Field of the Invention. 

(2) Description of Related Art including information disclosed under 37 CFR 1 .97 
and 1 .98. 

(g) BRIEF SUMMARY OF THE INVENTION. 

(h) BRIEF DESCRIPTION OF THE SEVERAL VIEWS OF THE DRAWING(S). 

(i) DETAILED DESCRIPTION OF THE INVENTION. 

(j) CLAIM OR CLAIMS (commencing on a separate sheet). 

(k) ABSTRACT OF THE DISCLOSURE (commencing on a separate sheet). 
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(I) SEQUENCE LISTING (See MPEP § 2424 and 37 CFR 1 .821 -1 .825. A 
"Sequence Listing" is required on paper if the application discloses a nucleotide or 
amino acid sequence as defined in 37 CFR 1.821(a) and if the required "Sequence 
Listing" is not submitted as an electronic document on compact disc). 

Content of Specification 

(a) Title of the Invention : See 37 CFR 1 .72(a) and MPEP § 606. The title of 
the invention should be placed at the top of the first page of the specification unless the 
title is provided in an application data sheet. The title of the invention should be brief 
but technically accurate and descriptive, preferably from two to seven words may not 
contain more than 500 characters. 

(b) Cross-References to Related Applications : See 37 CFR 1 .78 and MPEP 
§201.11. 

(c) Statement Regarding Federally Sponsored Research and Development : 
See MPEP §310. 

The Names Of The Parties To A Joint Research Agreement : See 37 CFR 
171(g). 

(e) Incorporation-Bv-Reference Of Material Submitted On a Compact Disc: 
The specification is required to include an incorporation-by-reference of electronic 
documents that are to become part of the permanent United States Patent and 
Trademark Office records in the file of a patent application. See 37 CFR 1 .52(e) and 
MPEP § 608.05. Computer program listings (37 CFR 1.96(c)), "Sequence Listings" (37 
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CFR 1 .821 (c)), and tables having more than 50 pages of text were permitted as 
electronic documents on compact discs beginning on September 8, 2000. 

(f) Background of the Invention : See MPEP § 608.01 (c). The specification 
should set forth the Background of the Invention in two parts: 

(1 ) Field of the Invention : A statement of the field of art to which the invention 
pertains. This statement may include a paraphrasing of the applicable U.S. patent 
classification definitions of the subject matter of the claimed invention. This item may 
also be titled "Technical Field." 

(2) Description of the Related Art including information disclosed under 37 
CFR 1 .97 and 37 CFR 1 .98 : A description of the related art known to the applicant and 
including, if applicable, references to specific related art and problems involved in the 
prior art which are solved by the applicant's invention. This item may also be titled 
"Background Art. 

(g) Brief Summary of the Invention : See MPEP § 608.01 (d). A brief summary 
or general statement of the invention as set forth in 37 CFR 1 .73. The summary is 
separate and distinct from the abstract and is directed toward the invention rather than 
the disclosure as a whole. The summary may point out the advantages of the invention 
or how it solves problems previously existent in the prior art (and preferably indicated in 
the Background of the Invention). In chemical cases it should point out in general terms 
the utility of the invention. If possible, the nature and gist of the invention or the 
inventive concept should be set forth. Objects of the invention should be treated briefly 
and only to the extent that they contribute to an understanding of the invention. 
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(h) Brief Description of the Several Views of the Drawing (s) : See MPEP § 
608.01 (f). A reference to and brief description of the drawing(s) as set forth in 37 
CFR 1 .74. 

(i) Detailed Description of the Invention : See MPEP § 608.01 (g). A 
description of the preferred embodiment(s) of the invention as required in 37 CFR 1 .71 . 
The description should be as short and specific as is necessary to describe the 
invention adequately and accurately. Where elements or groups of elements, 
compounds, and processes, which are conventional and generally widely known in the 
field of the invention described and their exact nature or type is not necessary for an 
understanding and use of the invention by a person skilled in the art, they should not be 
described in detail. However, where particularly complicated subject matter is involved 
or where the elements, compounds, or processes may not be commonly or widely 
known in the field, the specification should refer to another patent or readily available 
publication which adequately describes the subject matter. 

(j) Claim or Claims : See 37 CFR 1 .75 and MPEP § 608.01 (m). The claim or 
claims must commence on separate sheet or electronic page (37 CFR 1 .52(b)(3)). 
Where a claim sets forth a plurality of elements or steps, each element or step of the 
claim should be separated by a line indentation. There may be plural indentations to 
further segregate subcombinations or related steps. See 37 CFR 1 .75 and MPEP § 
608.01 (i)-(p). 

(k) Abstract of the Disclosure : See MPEP § 608.01 (f). A brief narrative of the 
disclosure as a whole in a single paragraph of 150 words or less commencing on a 
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separate sheet following the claims. In an international application which has entered 
the national stage (37 CFR 1 .491 (b)), the applicant need not submit an abstract 
commencing on a separate sheet if an abstract was published with the international 
application under PCT Article 21 . The abstract that appears on the cover page of the 
pamphlet published by the International Bureau (IB) of the World Intellectual Property 
Organization (WIPO) is the abstract that will be used by the USPTO. See MPEP § 
1893.03(e). 

(I) Sequence Listing. See 37 CFR 1 .821 -1 .825 and MPEP §§ 2421 -2431 . 
The requirement for a sequence listing applies to all sequences disclosed in a given 
application, whether the sequences are claimed or not. See MPEP § 2421 .02. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 1 -1 0 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Dornbusch et al. 5,961,007, Kamin 4,256,935, Gordon et al.

2,253,151 , Stone 4,050,612, Izoe 5,720,416 disclose other types of dispenser for 
viscous liquids.
